narily, and thatwirh moſt great

a certaine iniurie vnto that ſpirite of truth, which cal- 
leth them vanities, and nota lure foundation, of that 
which wee pretend toedifie. Such as hane aboun- 
rtewans yet hauemore, and ſuch again as haue 
great ſtore, doc yet liue in great neceſſities, (T f} 
thisin reſpeR of Princes and great potentates.) But 
diuers truc and credible hiſtorics doe evidently ſhow 
and dcelare vnto vs,the great daungers happened vn- 
wo many men, as well the purſutc, asin the beſtow- 
ing and imploymentes thereof : for that divers prin- 
ces who with moſt couetous and greedy minds,hauc
